Elba City Council votes to bid two roadway repair projects

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held 
Monday evening, May 23, 
council members discussed 
two separate road issues 
that need addressing. 

A portion of Putnum 
Street has been closed for a 
couple of months now due 
to erosion underneath that 
roadway where drainage 
pipes allow storm waters 
to flow. Another city street, 
Woodland Drive now too is 
experiencing erosion issues 
at a drainage pipe as well. 

Following lengthy discus- 
sions of each and reviewing 
repair cost estimates pro-

vided by the city engineer, 
council members voted 
during this meeting to put 
these projects out for bid to 
be able to determine what 
direction needs to be taken 
to make necessary repairs. 
A concern of several 
Woodland Drive residents 
in attendance for the meet- 
ing was the ability for them 
to be able to come and go 
during repair work, and 
most especially, the ability 
for emergency vehicles to 
be able to access the homes 
should there be an emergen- 
cy during the time the repair 
work is underway. 
Woodland Drive is a 
dead-end street with a cul de 
sac at the end of that road. 
Some of the concerned citi- 
zens indicated they would 
not be in favor of utilizing 
golf carts to get to and from 
their homes during the con- 
struction work [they noted 
this would require travel- 
ing through wooded areas 
on private property land].

With each project, city 
officials believe ARPA 
[American Rescue Plan 
Act] funds can be utilized to 
make the necessary repairs 
to these roadways, making 
them safe for traffic again. 
The city engineer did 
recommend the projects be 
bid together to possibly be 
more attractive to contrac- 
tors interested in the work. 
During city clerk Sally 
Bane’s report to coun- 
cil members, councilman 
Gappa Wise asked where 
the sewer project is regard- 
ing completion. This proj- 
ect went past its approved 
contract completion date 
several months ago, and the 
contractor has been paying 
liquidated damages of $500 
per day since that time. 
Bane said the project 
remains in liquidated dam- 
ages with no “close date” 
set yet. She said the con- 
tractor had not reached sub- 
stantially complete with the

ADPH WIC’s infant for- 
mula rebate contract is with 
Mead Johnson Nutritionals. 
Due to formula shortages 
nationwide, ADPH WIC is 
allowing flexibilities’ with 
some infant formulas, to 
include varying the forms 
(powder, concentrate, ready 
to use) and sizes issued 
to WIC families. WIC is 
allowing store returns and 
exchanges. ADPH WIC is 
in regular communication 
with Mead Johnson, and 
the company is working 
with distribution centers 
supplying Alabama _retail- 
ers to keep WIC-specific 
products on the shelf. WIC 
is monitoring daily for- 
mula redemptions and has 
not seen a change in the 
redemptions for WIC recip- 
ients, at this time. 

All families with infants, 
whether WIC participants or 
not, should discuss formula 
questions with their infant’s 
healthcare provider. Infant 
formulas can generally be 
found at retailers across 
the state to include small 
stores, larger chain stores, 
grocery stores, pharmacies 
and convenience stores.

Don't be atraid to limit news coverage 
in the home for a little while: continuing to see the same story over and 
over again may be distressing to younger children. Older children and 
teens are often connected to the world via smartphones and social 
media: let them know that if they see something that upsets them or, 
worries them that it is something that can be talked about openly. 

Go over a safety plan with your children. Many kids from as young 
as elementary school have cell phones. Encourage them to call law 
enforcement if they feel something is wrong or if they are in. danger. 
Ask your children to re-familiarize themselves with their schools lock- 
down procedures: knowing their'exits and options can save lives.

I wonder if that’s how Jesus felt about Nazareth when 
He said “no prophet is accepted in his hometown.” 
(Luke 4:24) He had to have fond memories of the 
town where he grew up. There’s no doubt that 


Nazareth shaped a little of who He was as a boy. He 
probably thought about Nazareth quite often. Perhaps 
when he cried over Jerusalem Nazareth was on his 
mind also.

*** The Alabama High School Athletic Association 
released its alignments for spring sports last week and 
while there is less attention in the sports of baseball and 
softball than there is in the world of football, the new area 
alignments did create a lot of talk among coaches and fans. 

In baseball, Elba and Houston County got a great deal 
of attention in their move to the 1A ranks along with area 
foes Kinston, Pleasant Home and Florala, while in Class 
2A the Zion Chapel Rebels made an unexpected move to 
area five and while they will finally get away from small 
school powers Ariton and G.W. Long, they will move 
into an area that will include former private school power 
Pike Liberal Arts. New Brockton should continue to be 
an annual playoff participant as it competes in an area 
that includes Opp, Daleville and Pike County, and while 
there may be only four area teams in 4A, are four are 
very solid teams as Andalusia, Dale County, Geneva and 
Slocomb will make up the quartet.

Alabamians have died from 
COVID-19 in 2022, and 
in just the past seven days 
2,759 tests have been posi- 
tive for COVID-19, a 10.3 
percent positivity.

Expiring 
water quality practices 
such as filter strips, grass 
waterways, and riparian 
buffers may be eligible to 
be reenrolled under the 
Clean Lakes, Estuaries, 
and Rivers (CLEAR) and 
CLEAR 30 options under 
CRP.

USDA also. encour- 
ages producers to consider 
NRCS conservation pro- 
grams, which help pro- 
ducers integrate conserva- 
tion on croplands, grazing 
lands and other agricul- 
tural landscapes. EQIP and 
CSP can help producers 
plant cover crops, man- 
age nutrients and improve 
irrigation and grazing sys- 
tems. Additionally, the 
Agricultural Conservation 
Easement Program (ACEP), 
or state or private easement 
programs, may be such an 
option. In many cases, a 
combination of approaches 
can be taken on the same 
parcel, For example, ripar- 
ian areas or other sensitive 
parts of a parcel may be 
enrolled in continuous CRP 
and the remaining land 
that is returned to farming 
can participate in CSP or 
EQIP and may be eligible 
to receive additional rank- 
ing points.
